There being 
no dock specialists in the Soviet tone who are capable of both designing 
ane building such a dock, and since it is impossible to have the dock 
built in the Vestern “ones 5S, Plans and blueprints for the cock will be 
prepared by West German engincers, legotiations are going on in Mel 
and in ilamburg but no agreement has as yet been reached, especially 
concerning the cost and method of payment.

25X1A Mili coment: A report dated 19 Noveubcr 1950, stated that the 
Neptunwerft was equipped with two floating docks, one estimated at 
10,000 tons and the other at 5,000 tons. A report dated 3 June 1951, 
states that an unidentified person who has some connection with the 
Flender Verft in Luebeck, was approached by a representative of a 
shipyard in Rostock, presumably the Neptunwerft, and was asked to 
prepare blueprints for a floating dock. This information has not 
been confirmed. 
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
